Berlin. Jan. 12 — (UP — Amer- 


ican and British officials braced 
themselves today to meet a threat 
ened Russian campaign of intimi- 
dation designed to force them to 
quit Berlin. 


The Russians served notice of 
their intentions Sunday in the of- 
ficial Soviet army newspaper Taeg- 
liche Rundschau which said "there 
is no space in Berlin for the sup- 
porters of Germany's 
partition." 


A few hours later a Russian border 
guard fired five bullets through a 


local arid national car, carrying an American major 
and his wife, wounding the major 
government, and tne greatest lor- 
eign diplomat of his age. 


But he is remembered most for 


his common sense, 
his humble 


spirit tosvaicl his fellow men, and 
the special attributes which made 
him, more than any other Atner- 
ean, a, model that the individual 
man might pattern himself alter.

woman and child of running the 
nation's business at home and 
overseas, as shown today by a 
statement released with Presi- 
dent Truman's budget for the 
year starting next July 1, 
The cost was only $69.15 per 
American ten years before — 
in fiscal 1939, which ended just 
before war broke out in Europe

National defense, 
which cost $8 a person, would 
go to $Y5. The outlay for veter- 
ns was $4, not it Is set at $42.

Washington, Jan. 12 —(/P)—Presi- 
dent Truman fired an unprecedent- 
ed peacetime budget of $39,669,000,-

at Congress today to meet

by "rigid standards of operating 
economy" in the government. 


"The plain fact is,''' he said in 
his accompanying message, "that 
our budget must remain high un- 
til we have met our internationa 
responsibilities and can 
see

way clear to a peaceful and pro 
sperous world."
